Jn these words, the Commission- 
ers appointed by the Governnient 
to study the depression, and to 
make recommendations for amel- 


Jjioration of the existing position 


and for the improvement of the 


-|trade of the Colony, sum up the 


general situation. Whilst they 
put forward a series of proposals, 
some sound and others debatable, 
they find that, in the main, the 
most that the Colony can do is 
patiently to await better times. 
The: problem which they sera 
charged—to-investigate—was,—in. 
miniature, the general problem 
facing oll nations at the moment, 
modified to some extent by pecu- 
liar local aspects’ not generally 
encountered clsewhere.
